Will Be Used to Classify Books at 


the Public Library. 


TWO MONTHS WILL BE REQUIRED 


To P«t tbe Most Advanced Plaa of Classifi- 


cation Into Use—Many New Works 


Ordered. 


Librarian Love will be a busy man 


durinsr the two tnontbs following the 
Brst of September. He is piepariog 
to inaugurate tbe Melville Dewey 
system, tbe modern method of band- 
ling books in public lib-aries. 


Mr. Dewey is librarian for the city 


of New York, and has given the mat- 
ter of classification 
careful study 


through many years. 
There is no 


copyright on the system, and it has 
been adopted in the other large libra- 
ries of tbe country. LUe many things 
that are good it is simple and can be 
inaugurated without calling in the 
books that are out or in any way dis- 
turbing i be business of the library. 


The system provides for nine classi 
ticaiions and eacu classification is 
given a digit with the cipher left 
for encyclopedias and miscellaneous 
works. When new books come they 
are put in their proper place on tbe 
right shelf, and a card bearing the 
name and 'such information as the 
librarian desires is put- in the right 
place in the record. When a book is 
thrown out or for some other cause 
disappears the card follows it. 
Sixty new books have been ordered 


for the library and are expected erery 
day. Twenty-live of the number are 
for teachers in tbe public schools, and 
the remainder are new works of nc- 
tion. New shelves must be erected 
for their reception, and the work 
will soon be done. 
Among the new 


books are the best works of the popu 
lar authors of tbe day.

ELECTRICITY IN CHINA. 


Development In Celestial E 


Telephone* In Stout Opea Ports. 
According to a writer la The TVest- 


ern Electrician. American electrical ap- 
pliances are nndlnz a wide use lu Chi- 
na, and that country Is about to enter 
upon a remarkable electrical develop- 
ment The telephone, he thinks, is 
bound to supersede tbe telegraph on 
account of the ideographic character of 
the language, which makes It far bet- 
ter to telephone than telegraph. At 
present there are telephone companies 
in most of the open ports. There is one 
In Shanghai which has over 400 sub- 
scribers at §35 a year, while Canton. 
Tien-tsin. Arnoy, Hankow and other 
coast cities also hare telephone sys- 
tems. There is a great demand for 
rapid communication in nearly all parts 
of China, and tbe business people of 
that country are rapidly c-otning to the 
conviction that they can make money 
out of the telephone, and the Chinese 
superstitions in regard to it are fast 
disappearing since the success of the 
allied forces. 
Just now the matter of electric rail- 


roads is receiving: much attention in 
many parts of China. The great quan- 
tities of coal in ail parts of the coun- 
try assure cheap fuel for generating 
electric power, and the dense popula- 
tion will assure much traffic. This 
modern 
method 
of transportation 


would supplant the hnraan carriers, 
the wheelbarrows and the donkey cans 
which now carry tbe freight In the in- 
terior. The electric railway lines would 
also mean the installation of electric 
ligbt plants. At present lard oil. kero- 
sene and vegetable oil furnish light for 
nearly all of the 400.000,000 people of 
#hina. Even the yatnens are lighted 
with coal oil. Electric lichting is found 
only in a few or" the larger cities. The 
imperial palace at Peking has an elec- 
tric lighting plant There is one at 
Shanghai and others at Canton and 
at one or two other cities. Several of 
the provincial viceroys have installed 
private lighting plants, but as a usual 
thing even the larger towns are lighted 
only by a little candle or lamp hung 
out here and there in front of a. shop or 
public plane. Russia and the United 
States furnish large quantities of coal 
oil to China.

"middle-of-the-road" Populists assem- 
bled in state convention here and 
nominated L. H. Weller of Nashua for 
governor and a. full state ticket- The 
resolutions adopted indorse tne Oma- 
ha national platform, denounce trusts 
and political rings and demand the 
cessation of grants of public fran- 
chises to private corporations and ei- 
tend sympathy to the Boers. Allie 
Reed of Sioux City was elected chair- 
man of the state central committee, 
jo A_ Parker of Louisville, national 
chairman, delivered an address, pre- 
dicting that the Democrats will drop 
the silver question in 1904 as well as 
other Populistic doctrines, and that 
the movement for an independent 
third party embracing these principles 
will be overwhelming in the nation.

UBOR LEADERS MET 


Talked Over tbe Steel Strik* 


In All Its Phases. 


NO DEnWTE PLAN WAS OETEtMINEO 


Imf Toward Peace Proposal or Offer 
to Arbitral*—ClrrulMr letters Sent 
to Labor l/'alons—Summary of U»» 
Steel Strike Sit action. 
Pittsbarg, Aug. 24.—The conference 


of labor leaders held at the head- 
quarters of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation was the leading feature of 
the strike Friday. The officials of the 
organization all se«med pleased with 
the way things were moving, and one 
of them said somewhat mysteriously: 
"In another s!i days you will see a de- 
cided change in the strike that will 
tell with greater effect upon the trust 
and aid in hurrying tbe final outcome 
of this struggle." Just what this 
change is to be was not said, but it 
was inferred strongly that the coining 
event hinged upon tae conference that 
was taking place. 


Two sessions were held by the con- 


ferees behind closed doors. It was ex- 
plained that the leaders had been 
called together for the purpose of 
baring the situation thoroughly ex- 
plained to them and to have some ac- 
tion taken looking to the aid of the 
strikers morally and financially by ail 
of the organizations 
represented. 


There were present at the conference 
besides the Amalgamated officials John 
Mitchell, president of the Uniied Mine 
Workers of America; J. W. Jenks, 
member of the industrial commisison; 
Ralph M. Easley, secretary of the Na- 
tional Civic federation, and Henry M. 
White, general secretary of the Unit- 
ed Garmect Workers. The conference 
ended about 9 p. m. and the conferees 
left for their homes. 


President Shaffer said in reference 


to the meeting that it was not precon- 
certed, but "just happened." Presi- 
dent Mitchell, he said, had telephoned 
him that he would like to see him on 
his way home from tUe eastern coal 
fields, and soon after his arrival the 
other men made their appearance. 
During the meeting, however, the 
whole strike situation was discussed. 
There was nothing of importance ac- 
complished. 
Mr. Shaffer said no ar- 


rangement was made to submit a new 
peace proposition to the corporation 
or a further proposal for arbitration, 
adding tha^he did not knew what in- 
dividual action the conferees might 
take in tie future. No mention was 
made of the miners or other trades 
taking sympathetic action. 


It is believed as a result of the 


meeting that another effort wili be 
made to induce the United States 
Steel corporation to tender another 
conference. 


Strike Summarized. 


Following is a summary of the pres- 


ent status of the strike: 


Pittsbarg—Star mill: Two mills run- 


ning: strikers say five more men left 
the plant and joined their ranks, bat 
management positively denies this 
statement. Painter mill: Four mills 
running; fires lighted in bar mill fur- 
naces, but failed to start as expected. 
Pensylvania tube works: Mill idle, 
machinists quit. All Carnegie mills 
running foil. 


McKeesport—Demmler 
plant idle 


and no attempt will be made to start 
it before aest week Everything else 
closed down. 


Irondale—Mill running with same 


force as before, making two turns 
and assurance from the mai.ager that 
more men will be added. 


Wellsville—Situation unchanged; 12 


mills runins. 


Lisbon—Fires started in tin plate 


plant. 
Manager George Evans says 


everything in readiness for start soon 
with plenty of men. Strikers voted to 
remain out aad the mill is strongly 
picketed. 


Wheeling—Everything tied up and 


no apparent indication of an attempt 
to start any of the mills. 


Beliaire—The National Steel com- 


pany's idle plant •will, it is said, be 
started early nest week by a full 
force of men. 


No late advices have been received 


by ?bo Amalgamated officials from 
either Bny-.it,-vr or Joliet. and the sit- 
aation at itose points' is considered 
by them to be unchanged. 


The postponement of the attempt to 


start the Demmler plant of the Amer- 
ican Tin Plate company until next 
week, the officials of the company 
say. was for the purpose of putting 
the plant in perfect order before the 
men started to work. They say plenty 
of men will be on hand when the time 
comes to cperate the plant. 


The strikers claim that v*»ry little 


actual work has been done by the 
combine in any of its plant? since the 
strike began, and that what product 
has been turned out has been of an 
inferior charactc-r. 
Notwithstanding 


this the steel officials declare them- 
selves well pleased vrith the condition 
of affairs and say ail the milis started 
are working satisfactorily and turn- 
ing out good product- 


An interesting minor reported from 


New York was that circular letters 
had been sent to ail of the presidents 
of labor unions by the Amalgamated 
Association asking what each would 
do to assist the steel workers in their 
strike. One of the replies which it is 
said was received was froia P. M. Ar- 
thur, head of the Brotherhood of ixico- 
motive Engineers. It is stated that in 
his reply President Arthur said his or- 
ganization held contracts with the 
railroads; that they also were bound 
to move the United States mail, and 
that the organization could make no 
distinction between the steel corpora- 
ttoa and individual shippers. 


•WlFTEft STREETCARS. 


Mew System Invented Which Will In- 


crease Traction Speed. 


New York. Aug. 24.—The first test 


of a new system of electric traction 
is reported as having surpassed the 
expectations of the installing engi- 
neers.1* A correspondent 
in Italy, 


where the installation has just been 
completed, says a speed of 45 miles 
an hour was secured without any seri- 
ous jarring and that trains of cars 
were easily transported at this speed 
even on decided grades. The dynamos 
worked peifectly at 21.000 volts on a 
line C? miles in length. This new 
method of electric traction is what is 
known as the high tension polyphase 
system, and the results of these tests 
have been awaited with much interest 
by electric railway interests- 


Receiver For Copper Company. 


New York. Aug. 24.—Hugh J. Grant 


was appointed receiver of the Cobra 
Grande Copper company of Sonora, 
Mexico. The receiver gave a bond of 
JSO.U'aO. The appointment was made 
on the application of Mr. Haliendorg, 
who claims he owns S.oOC shares in 
the company and that the company is 
indebted to him in the sum of $40,000. 
The papers in the case say that the 
property of the company is valued at 
$2j,0i>0.000- In the application for the 
apiwjiatuK'nt of a receiver, William C. 
Gretn and others now controlling the 
company are charged with fraud. 


Prisoner Pounded. 


Pitsfield. Mass., Aug. 24.—Daniel 


Lcary, alias Michael Webb of West 
Philadelphia, a prisoner at the Berk- 
shire county jail, under indictment 
for killing Warden Fuller of the house 
of correction with a maul, made a 
vicious assault upon Officers Carley 
and Smith with an iron window pole. 
The prisoner was overpowered. He 
received five scalp wounds from the 
clubs of the officers. Leary is to have 
a hearing Sept. 3 for the murder of 
the warden, and will be kept in close 
confinement until that time. 


Mines Working Again. 


Matewan. W. Va., Aug. 24.—The Lo- 


gan and Red Jacket mines started 
work Friday with a full force of non- 
union men. A'.l of the mines in this 
section which were compelled to quit 
work more than two months ago by a 
strike of ail union labor are now in 
operation. Almost half of the strikers 
have left the fields, but the most in- 
tense excitement reigns among the 
others over the importation of more 
than 100 men from Virginia to take 
their places. 


Traction Cars Collide. 


Atlanta. Aug. 24.—A head-end col- 


lision on tLe river line of the Rapid 
Transit, company killed Harry Wil- 
liams and injured 17 people, three of 
them seriously. All of the injured are 
supposed to be from Atlanta. The col- 
lision occurred on a sharp curve near 
Simsville. Hve miles out- Both cars 
were crowded and running at 
full 


speed. They came together so sud- 
denly that there was no chance for 
the passengers to jump- 


Western Soap Makers. 


Kansas City. Aug. 24.—Western 


soap manufacturers are to form an 
association in order to get their sup- 
plies, tallow, resin, etc.. cheaper. The 
association will not attempt to control 
prices. A number of firms interested 
had a secret meeting here. 


Postmaster Suicides. 


Lancaster, O., Aug. 24.—William 


Price, postmaster of Baltimore. O., 
committed .suicide by shooting him- 
self with a revolver. No cause is 
known. He leaves a family.

Orleans Lighting company, after foistf 
over the boobs of the New Orleans Gas- 
light coiopaoy. «ays the money losses nu- 
taiaed by the corporation throogh die 
emancipation proclamation of President 
Lincoln were $&4.t55U. This amount rep- 
resented the value of 62 stares owned by 
the company ai the time of the occupying 
of New Orleans by the Federal forces. 


These stares had been accumulated by 


the company since 1835. or the rear of 
the organization of the New Orleans Gas- 
light and Banking company. 
While the 


company maintained a few slaves who 
were pnt to work about the station in 
1S06. the sweeping substitution of such 
tabor for white labor was not made until 
1S48, as the following extract from the 
minutes of the monthly meeting. March 
6 of that year, testify: 


"A report from the superintendent and 


engineer of the company, made at th* 
suggestion of the president, upon the 
practicability of substitutinc slave labor 
for white labor at the station and on the 
street mains as well a? lighting the pub- ' 
lie lamps was received and read, and aft- 
er discussion the apparent economy of 
slave labor, from the estimate of the engi- 
neer. determined the board to authorize 
the engineer to make the experiment, and 
on motion it was resolved: 


"That the engineer of the company be 


authorized to purchase from time to time 
as in bis judgment he may deem advis- 
able-. with the sanction of the president:' 
such slaves as will answer the purpose 
contemplated, either as stokers and labor- 
ers as well as the necessary mechanics 
to supply the place of white labor now of 
necessity employed at so large an expend- 
iture. and that the treasurer be and he 
is hereby authorized to accept the acts 
of sale of such negroes and pay for their 
cost." 


From the time the order was issued 


the gas company at various intervals in- 
creased the number of its slaves to tEJ. 
when all were released by the proclama- 
tion of the president in 1863- 


The inventory of these slaves gate 


name of tbe slave, the year bought, pres- 
ent age. cost price and present valuer It 
is interesting to note how the value of a 
slave changed from year to year. Fot in- 
stance. a young fellow. Nat, was brought 
for ? 1,300. and his price in five years was 
market! down to $000 on account of some 
weakness he had. Crawford and wife 
were bought in 1S36 for $2.800 and In 
1S62 were valued at $900. Both had 
grown too old to do any appreciable 
amount of labor for the company, but 
their investment was not a bad one. 
Crawford's wife bore six children, who 
were given an aggregate value of $2.900. 


As the slaves advanced in years they 


were gradually marked down in value, as. 
for instance. Leonard, who cost his own- 
ers SI .200 at the age of 43, was reckon- 
ed as being worth only $400 14 years 
after. 
Then, on the other hand, the 


yonn.s slaves as they matured increased 
in ralne during the years they rendered 
stood service to the company. Henry 
Barnes when 29 years of age was 
bought for $750 and at the date of Presi- 
dent Lincoln's proclamation was valued 
at §1,000.— New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

She 
was not dne for an hour and a halt, and 
as Mr. Sargent waited he grew suddenly 
dissa:isfied with the almost finished por- 
trait- Seizing a rag he wiped out every. 
trace of his work, and set himself fnri- 
onsiy to repaint the lady entirely from 
memory. By the time the sitter arrived 
the pietare was finished, and it is said to 
be one of Mr. Sargent's most brilliant 
canvases. What one chiefly admires in 
this incident is not the painters mar- 
velous facility, but his courage in de-

Suddenly Mr. Lincoln drew a long, 


strangling sort of breath, but never 
opened his eyes nor spoke. He was to- 
tallv unconscious and appeared to be in 
L-oma, breathing heavily and turning 
his head restlessly from one side to the 
oth'jr on the pillow. This continued 
during the night until he died. 


These foots are stated to' the public 


for the fin-t time and only in the inter- 
est of history without desiring to be 
conspicuocs or to obtain any Impor- 
tance of a personal character In con- 
nection with this great calamity.
